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Indian  Arts  Needs 
Aired  at  Meeting 

The  problems  of  breaking  into 
the  marketplace  and  of  maintaining 
the  integrity  of  Indian  art  were  key 
concerns  raised  during  the 
Montana  Indian/Arts  Conference 
this  fall. 

The  conference,  sponsored  by 
the  Montana  Arts  Council  in 
September,  drew  about  100  people 
to  Helena  for  two  days  of 
discussion  on  topics  that  included 
traditional  and  contemporary 
Indian  art,  Indian  arts  education, 
cultural  tourism  and  marketing. 

Nicholas  Vrooman,  director  of 
the  Council's  folklife  programs, 
said  the  conference  recognized  the 
attention  given  to  and  the  growing 
interest  —  nationwide  —  in  Indian 
art. 

“It's  been  there  all  along,  but 
these  are  new  times  of  awareness,” 
he  said. 

Participants  at  the  conference 
could  attend  any  one  of  five 
sessions  over  the  two  days.  The 
sessions  were  held  “council”  style, 
giving  everyone  a  chance  to  voice 
their  concerns  and  ideas  and  to 
brainstorm  about  possible 
solutions. 

Among  the  topics  raised  during 
these  discussions  were: 

•  Ways  for  artists  —  both  Indian 
and  non-Indian  —  to  market  their 
works.  A  number  of  people  said  all 
artists  have  trouble  finding  ways  to 
sell  their  work  and  could  benefit 
from  workshops  giving  tips  in  this 
area.  Several  people  suggested  that 
artists  should  provide  short 
biographies  and  descriptions  of 
their  thoughts  about  their  works 
with  each  piece  they  sell,  to  make 


buyers  more  aware  of  the  art  and 
the  individual  artist. 

•  The  need  for  artists  to  learn 
the  ins  and  outs  of  tax  regulations 
and  business  practices  that  could 
help  them. 

•Problems  posed  for  Indian 
artists  by  imitations  made  by  non- 
Indians.  Although  a  new  state  law 
requires  clear  labeling  of  such 
imitations,  conference  participants 
said  it's  unclear  how  that  law  will 
be  enforced. 

Vrooman  said  participants  also 
discussed  the  need  to  protect  their 
traditional  designs  and  materials 
so  they  won't  be  lost  through 
imitations  and  Indian 
homogeneity. 

•  Ways  in  which  individual 
artists  and  tribes  could  benefit 
from  the  state’s  emphasis  on 
tourism.  Ideas  such  as  working 
with  the  state’s  Tourism 
Promotion  Division  and 
developing  educational  or 
interpretive  signs  and  sites  were 
discussed,  as  was  the  difficulty  of 
balancing  the  desire  to  realistically 
portray  Indian  culture  with  the 
myths  tourists  might  hold. 

•  The  need  to  increase  the 
amount  of  Indian  arts  education  in 
Montana  schools,  both  on  and  off 
the  reservation. 

•  Definitions  for  “traditional” 
and  “contemporary”  Indian  art  and 
ways  to  encourage  both. 

Minutes  were  taken  of  all  the 
discussions,  and  a  report  on  the 
conference  will  be  drafted  from 
those  minutes.  The  draft  “red 
paper”  will  be  distributed  to  all 
participants,  who  will  have  a 
chance  to  suggest  additions  or 
changes  before  the  final  report  is 
readied  and  distributed. 

Several  of  the  participants 


noted  that  the  conference  was  a 
good  forum  for  airing  their  concerns 
and  ideas.  But  they  said  an 
additional  conference  is  needed 
now,  to  come  up  with  solutions  to 
the  problems  raised  at  the  meeting. 

Vrooman  agreed,  saying  the 
September  conference  “was  great 
for  developing  philosophy  and 
understanding  and  networking.” 

But  “real  practical,  applied 
workshops”  are  needed  next,  he 
said,  to  help  artists  work  on  such 
matters  as  developing  a  portfolio 
and  handling  tax  and  marketing 
questions. 

The  Council  will  determine  early 
in  1992  whether  it  can  sponsor  such 
a  conference,  Vrooman  said.  And  he 
stressed  that  the  agency  “will  be 
open  and  responsive”  to  the  matters 
raised  both  at  the  September 
meeting  and  in  the  months  to  come.

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Bozeman  Sculptor  Takes  Inspiration  From  Travels 


Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  profiles 
on  recipients  of  the  1990-91  Montana  Arts  Council 
fellowships  to  individual  artists. 


Travel  and  art  are  intertwined  for  James  Bamaby, 
who  says  that  what  he  sees  and  experiences  in  his 
extensive  travels  provides  fodder  for  his  art. 

Most  of  his  travel  has  been  done  south  of  the  U.S. 
border,  in  South  America.  He  has  hitchhiked  through 
much  of  the  continent,  packed  donkeys  through  the 
Andes  and  learned  about  the  ways  of  people  in  more 
primitive  cultures  and  the  beauty  of  land  that  is  still 
wild. 

“Everything  I  see  through  my  eyes  is  fair  game  for 
my  art,”  he  says.  For  instance,  he  returned  from  a  trip 
to  Nicaragua  and  El  Salvador  two  years  ago  with 
inspiration  for  a  long-term  series  of  pieces  on  human 
rights.  He  just  recently  finished  the  first  piece,  which 
was  included  in  an  exhibit  of  his  work  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  Bozeman  artist  says  he  lives 
frugally,  so  he  can  afford  to  devote  his 
time  to  travel  and  art. 

“It’s  not  a  lifestyle  that  demands  even 
$10,000  a  year,”  he  said  in  a  recent 
interview,  noting  he  still  drives  the  same 
1954  Chevrolet  pickup  that  he  bought  in 
1970  and  gets  much  of  his  food  from  the 
large,  organic  garden  he  maintains. 

“I’ve  really  curtailed  a  lot  of  material 
things,”  he  said.  He  says  he  realized 
long  ago  that  the  best  way  to  obtain  the 
freedom  he  needed  to  work  as  an  artist 
was  to  forego  many  of  the  more  costly 
things  in  life. 

As  a  result,  he  has  no  outside  job  that 
prevents  him  from  working  at  his  art. 

“Every  day  is  a  studio  day  for  me,”  he 


says,  “or  a  travel  day  or  something  that  deals  with 
personal  education.” 

Bamaby  has  lived  in  Montana  since  1973,  when  he 
came  to  Montana  State  University  to  teach  art. 

“I  found  out  after  two  years  that  I  was  not  a  college 
teacher,”  he  says.  So  he  left  that  job  and  began 
spending  time  on  his  art  and  on  traveling. 

Bamaby  considers  himself  a  sculptor,  but  also 
makes  intricate,  labor-intensive  furniture  that  reflects 
themes  important  to  him.  In  fact,  that  furniture  won 
him  his  Montana  Arts  Council  fellowship  this  year,  in 
the  crafts  category. 

That  fellowship  helped  make  possible  his  recent 
show  in  San  Francisco,  he  said,  explaining  it  allowed 
him  to  buy  materials  and  gave  him  time  to  work  on 
the  pieces. 

Next  year,  he  has  shows  scheduled  at  the  Hockaday 
Center  for  the  Arts  in  Kalispell  in  March  and  April 
and  the  Beall  Park  Art  Center  in  Bozeman  in  June.

Congress  Rejects  New  Content  Restrictions  —  So  Far 


The  issue  of  new  content 
restrictions  for  federally  funded  art 
arose  again  this  fall,  during 
congressional  debate  over  the 
funding  bill  for  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Republican  Sen.  Jesse  Helms 
once  again  proposed  such 
restrictions,  with  an  amendment 
prohibiting  NEA  funds  from  being 
used  to  “promote,  disseminate  or 
produce  materials  that  depict,  in  a 
patently  offensive  way,  sexual  or 
excretory  activities  or  organs.” 

Although  votes  in  the  Senate 


and  House  supported  that 
amendment,  it  had  been  dropped  at 
press  time,  in  exchange  for 
preservation  of  low  grazing  fees  on 
federal  lands. 

The  House  had  approved  a 
$175.6  million  budget  for  the  NEA 
—  a  slight  increase  over  last  year's 
$174.8  million  —  without  new 
content  restrictions.  It  did  continue 
language  approved  last  year  that 
requires  the  return  of  NEA  funds 
used  for  any  art  that  is  later 
deemed  obscene  by  the  courts  and 
that  requires  grant  decisions  to  take 


into  account  general  standards  of 
decency. 

The  latest  Helms  language  was 
dropped  at  the  suggestion  of 
lawmakers  who  had  proposed  an 
increase  in  grazing  fees  on  federal 
land.  In  return,  those  lawmakers 
agreed  to  abandon  their  push  for 
higher  grazing  fees  —  a  proposal 
that  had  been  opposed  by  many 
lawmakers  from  Western  states. 

The  Senate  was  expected  to  vote 
on  the  budget  in  late  October  or 
early  November.

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Arts  Education  Plan  Completed,  Distributed  Statewide 


The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
distributed  a  comprehensive  plan 
for  arts  education  to  more  than 
2,500  schools,  organizations  and 
individuals. 

The  plan  was  developed  over  a 
three-year  period  by  the  Council, 
the  Office  of  Public  Instruction  and 
the  Montana  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education,  through  a  process 
involving  a  number  of  public 
meetings. 

The  plan  sets  five  goals: 

•  Equal  and  fair  access  to  arts 
experiences. 

•  Lifelong  arts  education. 

•  Increased  funding  for  arts  and 
arts  education. 


•  Basic  quality  arts  education 
for  all  students  in  grades 
kindergarten  through  12. 

•  Qualified  knowledgeable 
teachers  and  administrators  and 
effective  teaching  conditions  for 
the  arts. 

The  plan  also  contains  a  number 
of  possible  steps  to  take  in 
reaching  each  of  those  goals,  as 
well  as  a  list  of  arts  and  education 
programs  and  organizations  and 
contact  people  for  those  groups. 

“It  sort  of  gives  you  the  big 
picture,”  Julie  Smith  of  the 
Montana  Arts  Council  says.  By 
listing  the  numerous  components 
of  arts  education,  she  said,  the  plan 


provides  “a  framework  for 
developing  and  improving  arts 
education  at  all  levels,  in  a  way 
that  is  appropriate  for  each  town, 
city  or  school.” 

Smith  said  the  plan  is  flexible, 
so  schools,  communities  and  arts 
groups  can  select  steps  they  can 
accomplish  with  the  resources  they 
have  at  any  given  time. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  simple  little 
things  that  people  could  pick  or 
choose  out  of  the  plan,”  she 
stressed.

Art  a  Longstanding  Interest  for  Fellowship  Winner 


Editor's  note:  This  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  profiles  on 
recipients  of  the  1990-91  Montana  Arts  Council 
fellowships  to  individual  artists. 

Maryann  Fielder  still  remembers  a  drawing  class 
she  took  at  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  as  a  young  girl. 

“I  fell  in  love  not  just  with  art,  but  with  museums,” 
she  says.  “It  just  really  inspired  me.” 

And  her  school  years  in  San  Francisco  —  with  art 
classes  and  field  trips  to  museums  —  reinforced  her 
feelings.  Art,  she  says,  “was  the  only  subject  that 
really  captured  100  percent  of  my  attention.” 

Fielder  continued  to  study  art  after  high  school  and 

to  draw  and 
paint.  But 
while  she 
raised  her  two 
young  sons  in 
the  1970s,  she 
put  her 
artwork  on 
hold  and 
devoted  her 
efforts  “to 
being  a  full¬ 
time  mom.” 

By  the 
time  her 
children 
reached 
school  age, 
however,  she 
“was  getting 
itchy.”  In 


1980,  she  decided  to  go  back  to  college.  Her  family 
left  southeast  Washington  for  California,  where  she 
received  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  studio  art  from  the 
University  of  California,  Davis,  in  1983. 

From  there,  Fielder  and  her  family  moved  to 
Whitefish,  where  they  had  been  camping  in  the 
summers  since  1979. 

Fielder  said  she  had  some  doubts  about  making  a 
permanent  move  to  the  state.  But  felt  she  owed  it  to 
her  husband,  because  he  had  willingly  gone  to 
California  when  she  wanted  to  complete  her  college 
education. 

Their  move  here  was  an  act  of  faith:  neither  had  a 
job.  When  they  first  arrived,  Fielder  worked  as  a 
motel  maid  and  her  husband,  Mark  Schroeder,  as  a 
carpenter. 

“Every  year,  something  better  happened  to  us,” 
said  Fielder,  who  is  now  assistant  director  of  the 
Hockaday  Center  for  the  Arts  in  Kalispell. 

And  she  said  the  move  didn’t  hinder  her  artwork. 

“If  you’re  really  confident  of  yourself  and  what 
you’re  doing,  it  doesn’t  really  matter  where  you  live,” 
she  notes. 

In  addition  to  working  at  the  Hockaday,  Fielder 
spends  about  16  hours  a  week  in  her  studio. 

“It’s  kind  of  nice  that  I  have  a  family  that 
understands  and  appreciates  that’s  what  I  do,”  she 
says  of  her  artwork,  stressing  that  her  husband  and 
sons  have  made  sacrifices  to  help  her  career. 

And  Fielder  feels  that  the  recent  fellowship  award 
validates  what  she  has  been  doing  in  her  work.  It  also 
has  given  her  the  ability  to  take  on  a  larger  project 
than  she  otherwise  would  have  been  able  to  afford, 
she  said,  adding:  “What  a  dream,  to  get  money  to  do 
what  you  love  to  do.” 


Maryann  Fielder 
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Council  Proposes 
Grants  Change 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
proposed  an  exemption  in  federal 
regulations  that  would  allow  tribal 
colleges  to  seek  funds  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Under  the  proposal,  the  colleges 
could  apply  for  grants  from  the 
NEA’s  Expansion  Arts  Program. 
That  program  specifically  supports 
groups  that  are  rooted  in  or  reflect 
tribal  communities. 

Bill  Pratt,  director  of 
organizational  services  for  the 
Council,  said  the  agency  proposed 
the  change  because  tribal  colleges 
play  a  significant  role  in  providing 
arts  activities  on  reservations. 

Yet  under  current  NEA 
guidelines,  they  are  prohibited 
from  seeking  support.  The 
guidelines  prohibit  colleges  of  any 
type  from  applying  for  grants. 

“This  appears  to  be  a  built-in 
barrier  to  stimulating  applications 
from  a  constituency  which  your 
program  very  much  wants  to 
encourage,”  Pratt  wrote  in  a  letter 
to  A.B.  Spellman,  director  of  the 
Expansion  Arts  Program. 

The  Council  supports  the 
general  prohibition  on  applications 
from  colleges,  but  believes  an 
exemption  for  tribal  colleges 
should  be  allowed,  he  stressed. 

The  Council  has  asked  tribal 
colleges  and  other  state  arts 
agencies  in  the  West  to  support  its 
request.  And  Pratt  said  the  arts 
councils  in  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota  and  Nevada  have  already 
done  so. 

Salish-Kootenai  artist  Jaune 
Quick-to-See  Smith,  who  now  lives 
in  New  Mexico,  also  has  written  to 
the  Endowment  to  support  the  idea. 

“It  has  been  felt  for  some  time 
by  those  of  us  who  are  involved 
with  our  tribal  colleges  that  our 
students  would  fare  better  if  we 
were  able  to  provide  some  kind  of 
art  programming,”  she  wrote  to 
Spellman. 

Pratt  said  tribal  colleges  would 


still  have  to  apply  for  grants  on  a 
competitive  basis  and  provide 
matching  funds  for  any  grants,  if 
they  are  allowed  to  apply  for 
Expansion  Arts  funds. 

“This  would  just  allow  them  to 
play  in  the  game,”  he  said  of  the 
request

Past  recipients  include  Martha 
Graham,  Georgia  O’Keeffe,  Robert 
Penn  Warren  and  Jessica  Tandy, 
along  with  such  patrons  as  Armand 
Hammer  and  Hallmark  Cards. 

Nominations  forms,  along  with 
a  brief  biography  or  chronicle  of 
the  nominee’s  accomplishments, 
must  be  submitted  by  Dec.  1. 
Nomination  forms  are  available 
from  the  Montana  Arts  Council.
